LOS AN G ELES (AP) - The 
odyssey of a small revolver— 
from its purchase at a time of 
civil strife to the fateful mo­ 
ment when it was fired at the 
head of Sen Robert F Kennedy 
—is unfolding before a jury 
trymg Sirhan Bishara Sirhan for 
murder 
Two witnesses told Tuesday of 
seeing Sirhan at a firing range 
June 4.1968. watching him shoot 
funously at a target and asking 
the rangemaster for “ the best 
box of shells you have—and I 
want some that will not mis­ 
fire.” 
Some 12 hours later Kennedy 
lay on a kitchen floor in the Am­ 
bassador Hotel, bleeding from a 
fatal head wound, the cheers of 
his followers still ringing as 
they celebrated his California 
presidential primary victory 
The state’s witness scheduled 
today included: 
—Mrs Albert Hertz of Subur­ 
ban Alhambra, whose husband 
bought the 22-caliber Iver John­ 
son 8-shot revolver in 1965—at 
them time of the Watts racial 
riots; 
—Mrs. Robert F. Westlake of 
near San Francisco, the Hertz’s 
daughter-in-law who was given 
the weapon after tensions abat­ 
ed; 
—George Erhardt. 19. a fami­ 
ly friend who lives in Pasadena 
and received the gun from Mrs. 
Westlake in late 1967. The state, 
in its opening statement, said 
Erhardt sold the gun for $25 to 
Munir Sirhan—the 21-year-old 
brother of the defendant. 
Henry Adrian Carreon, a po­ 
lice science major at East Los 
Angeles College, testified Tues­ 
day he was shooting at the San 
Gabriel Valley Gun Club in 
Duarte when his attention was 
attracted by rapid firing on the 
pistol range. 
“ I went over there to see what 
was going on,” Carreon said. 
“ He was just trying to shoot as 
fast as he could.” 
Carreon identified the man he 
saw as Sirhan, and placed the 
time at arounct noon on June 4 
—primary election day. Around 
Sirhan, Carreon said, lay 300 to 
400 empty bullet casings and 5 
or 6 empty shell boxes. 
The prosecution is attempting 
to establish a case of premedita­ 
tion to counter defense claims 
that Sirhan was confused and 
intoxicated when he shot Kenne­ 
dy and that the killing was un- 
deliberate.

Rocky Is 
Preparing 
For Task 


NORTHRIDGE. Calif 
(AP) 
— Two psychologists reported 
today that people in general are 
a lot more honest and unselfish 
than they are given credit for. 
Patricia Keith-Speigel. associ­ 
ate professor of psychology at 
San Fernando Valley State Col­ 
lege, and Steven Latshaw, a re­ 
search psychologist, reached 
this conclusion on the basis of a 
test they call “ envelope drop­ 
ping.” 
The two experimenters went 
around Los Angeles and its sub­ 
urbs dropping 375 legal-size en­ 
velopes. 
The 
neighborhoods 
ranged from wealthy, such as 
Beverly Hills, to the poorest 
sections of the city. 
Each envelope was stamped 
and addressed to Latshaw at his 
home. 
Of the envelopes used. 150 had 
blank pieces of paper inside 
Another 150 contained two slugs 
the size and weight of quarters 
and a realistic piece of stage 
money that could be seen if the 
envelope was held up to the 
light 
The remaining 75 had 
typed on the outside; “This is a 
research study. Drop this enve­ 
lope in the nearest postbox. 
Thank you for your coopera­ 
tion.” 
All envelopes were coded on 
the inside to indicate where they 
had been left 
The finders of 91 per cent of 
the envelopes identified as part 
of a research project dropped 
them in a mailbox. 80 per cent 
of those with blank paper inside 
were returned, and 68 per cent 
of those with slugs and stage 
money went back 
“ It shows people aren’t nearly 
so bad as thought. ” Dr Keith- 
Speigel said “ If you lose a let­

cliances of having it returned 
are about 8 out of 10 -and those 
aren’t bad (xids. 
"The upper income areas re­ 
turned 82 per cent of the enve­ 
lopes with stage money in them, 
while the middle income areas 
returned 66 per cent and the 
lower income areas 56 per 
cent ‘ 
There were no area differ­ 
ences in return of the envelopes 
saying on their face it was a re­ 
search project, or the ones con- 
taimng blank paper

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov. 
Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, who 
helped develop Franklin D. 
Roosevelt s Good Neighbor Poli­ 
cy more than 30 years ago. is 
going 
south-of-the-border 
in 
April to seek improved U.S.-Lat- 
in American relations on behalf 
of President Nixon. 
Nixon’s confirmation Monday 
that the New York governor will 
be his special emmisary came 
as U.S. relations with one of the 
south-of-the-border 
nations— 
Peru—was near the crisis stage 
Rockefeller was coordinator 
of Inter-American Affairs under 
President Roosevelt and helped 
frame the Good Neighbor pro­ 
gram. 
No schedule was announced 
for Rockefeller’s visits, but the 
White House said each of the 
tours will cover from four to six 
countries and last about a week. 
“ The purpose of this presiden­ 
tial mission is to listen to the 
leaders and to consult with 
them concerning the develop­ 
ment of common goals and joint 
progress of action, which will 
strengthen Western Hemisphere 
unity and accelerate the pace of 
economic and social develop­ 
ment,” President Nixon said. 
He said Rockefeller will re­ 
port to him personally and 
“ make recommendations as to 
how the United States can im­ 
prove its policies and increase 
the effectiveness of its coopera­ 
tion and support of common ob­ 
jectives.” 
Rockefeller, in Albany. N.Y.. 
welcomed the chance to under­ 
take the mission and “ renew 
close ties” with leaders of the 
other .American republics. 
Diplomatic sources in Wash­ 
ington hailed the selection of 
Rockefeller, but foresaw prob­ 
lems in trying to get a concen­ 
sus from the divergent govern­ 
ments of Latin .America. 
One source said Rockefeller s 
appointment underscored Nix­ 
on’s commitment to give the re­ 
gion a top priority in his admin­ 
istration. But he said it won’t be 
as easy to establish common ob­ 
jectives as it was eight years 
ago when the Alliance for Prog­ 
ress was established. 
Rockefeller’s first visit appar­ 
ently will come about the time 
the U.S.-Peruvian dispute over 
the 
International 
Petroleum 
Corp. expropriation case could 
reach a climax. 
The two countries have until 
April 9 to resolve the issue, or 
else U.S. law requires the im­ 
posing of economic sanctions. 
Washington and Peru also are 
currently disputing over the 
rights of U.S. fishermen to work 
the waters off the Peruvian 
coast. 
Peru has seized several LI.S. 
boats, charging they violated its 
proclaimed 200-mile territorial 
sea limits. 


Crewman Finds Conduct 
Code Doesn't 'Fit In' 


CORONADO, Calif. (AP) - 
The U.S. Code of Conduct for 
servicemen 
taken 
prisoner 
doesn’t “ apply itself well” to 
modern psychological warfare, 
says the USS Pueblo's second in 
command. 
“ The underlying principle be­ 
hind it must be maintained— 
that is, loyalty to our govern­ 
ment. ” Lt. Edward R. Murphy 
Jr. told a Navy court of inquiry 
Monday after saying he signed 
a fraudulent spy confession fol­ 
lowing two days of North Ko­ 
rean torture and two death 
threats. 
“ But the state of the art (of 
war) has changed considerably 
... now we have a psychologi­ 
cal warfare environment and I 
don’t think it (the code) applies 
itself well in that environment.” 
Murphy was asked about the 
code by an attorney for Cmdr. 
Lloyd M. Bucher, skipper of the 
Pueblo. Bucher told the court 
four weeks ago that North Ko­ 
reans used torture to make him 
admit falsely to spying. Murphy 
was Bucher’s executive officer. 
The court is investigating why 
the ship surrendered without a 
fight and the conduct of the 
crew as prisoners. 
Murphy. 31, was the first to 
appear in the conduct phase of 
the inquiry. He said he consid­ 
ered his confession a deviation 
from the code. He said the code 
was posted on the intelligence 
ship before it was captured by 
the North Koreans last year. Its 
men were released 11 months 
later—just before Christmas. 
The code, promulgated by for­ 
mer President Eisenhower after 
the Korean War, prohibits U.S. 
military men from divulging 
anything but name. rank, serial 
number and date of birth to 
their captors. 
Murphy said he made a false 
confession to spying—and to in­ 
vading North Korean territorial 
waters—but 
not 
before 
the 
North Koreans gave him three 
bloody 
beatings, 
threatened 
twice to kill him and he heard 
wliat sounded like Bucher and 
other officers confessing

Until the ticklish job is com­ 
pleted. probably late today, res­ 
idents of the area may not re­ 
turn to their homes, officials 
said. 
The tank car exphxled when

Burlington 
Railroad 
ireigbt 
train which left

tracks in the western part of 
this southeast Nebraska town. 
Eight persons were killed, 
more than a score injured and 
500 forced to flee their homes in 
early morning darkness as a 
thick cloud of ammonia fumes 
quickly settled over the area. 
Five of the victims died in 
their homes from inhaling the 
chemical gas.

Rerduction 
Possible 


W ASHINGTON (AP) - Pen 
tagon planners say the draft ul- 
tirnatelv could be cut to just a 
few hundred men a month if 
enough rnonev and effort are 
spent on recruiting, improving 
morale and polishing the serv­ 
ices' image. 
W hile more rnonev is impor­ 
tant. the officials sav a higher 
pay scale won't be enough alone 
to attract and hold the volun­ 
teers needed even when the 
Vietnam war ends and 
U.S. 
forces are cut by 700.OOU men. 
What is needed, they con­ 
tend. is a rnultifronted drive to 
"improve moi'ale and job satis­ 
faction. " to burnish the "overall 
service image" and stage an in­ 
tensive recruiting effort. 
If this works out. then the 
draft could be used mostly to 
obtain doctors and other spe­ 
cialists 
However, some senior F’enta- 
gon officials would regard it a 
victorv if the d ra ft—now taking 
about 33.000 men a month — 
could be trimm ed to 2.000 or 
3.000 monthlv after the war is 
ended 
Thev recall that inductions 
fell to the 3.000 mark in F'ebru- 
ary 1965. only a few months be­ 
fore the big Vietnam war build­ 
up which led to drafting of as 
manv as 48.000 a month. 
F>vv officials are for a com­ 
plete abolishment of the draft. 
While the Pentagon tries to 
work out a long-range plan mov­ 
ing in the direction of an all-vol­ 
unteer force, efforts also are un­ 
der wav to erase draft inequi­ 
ties. chieflv bv switching to a 
lotterv sy stem, provided Con­ 
gress approves. 
Secretarv of Defense .Melvin 
R. Laird said Tuesday this will 
be one of the first pieces of leg­ 
islation the new administration 
will send to Congr'ess. .Aides es­ 
timated the proposal w ill go to 
Capitol Hill within a couple of 
months.

Budget deficits will be avoid­ 
ed if possible, the surtax may 
be retained beyond July 1, at­ 
tempts will be made to control 
the money supply more tightly 
than in that past, and 
perhaps 
unemployment will be permit­ 
ted to inch up. 
The worst of the rumors are 
likely to be avoided; The over­ 
heated 
economy 
won't 
be 
brought under control at the ex­ 
pense of a big increase in job­ 
lessness. and neither, it ap­ 
pears. will many federal pro­ 
grams be rolled back. 
Cne 
technique 
that 
has 
worked in the past, although for 
only a limited period of a few 
years, is likely to be avoided 
That technique; guideposts, or 
the abitrary setting of limits for 
wage and price increases. 
The Nixon economic advisers, 
and there are perhaps nuxe 
serving Nixon than served any 
other president, appear during 
the first month or so to be .sensi­ 
tive. cautious and nondcx'tri- 
naire.

nomic .Advi.sers. described the 
anti-inflation attitude The goal, 
he told a congressional commit­ 
tee. 
should be to assure the 
rate of inflation declines persis­ 
tently . . 
Despite intentions, this slow­ 
down may not be accomplished 
without a loss of jobs. In his 
first presidential news confer­ 
ence. Nixon emphasized it was

the expanding economy, largelv 
through the availability of nona­ 
vailability of credit 
There hits been criticism of 
the Fed's role in inflation during 
the past few vears. and some 
economists blame it for the per­ 
sistence of inflation despite a re­ 
duction in federal spending and 
the implementation of an in­ 
come surtax. 
By permitting too much mon­ 
ey to enter the economy relative 
to the amount of goods the econ­ 
omy was capable of producing, 
these critics say. demand was 
overfed Too many dollars were 
sent chasing too few goixls. And 
prices rose. 
FNen the President can't dic­ 
tate to the nearly autonomous 
F'ed. but good rapport between 
Nixon s advisers and the Re­ 
serve Board is likely to assure a 
better relationship between fis­ 
cal and monetary policy. 
If limitations on the suppiv of 
money do indeed seem to bring 
more stability to the economy it 
will be a great victory for a 
school of economists, led largely 
by .Milton FYiedman of the I ’ni- 
versity of Chicago. 


The intention of guiding the 
economy without guideposts will 
be watched with equal interest, 
for there are some critics who 
maintain their use cannot be 
avoided.

The hospital is the (»real Or­ 
mond Street for Sick Fhildren in 
London 
The donor; Sir James Mat­ 
thew Barrie. Scottish-born Jour­ 
nalist who died in 1937. 
The gift: The rights to “ Peter 
Pan ' 
Great Ormond Street is in fact 
called the Peter F’an Hospital 
by more than most 
Ever since that ‘small gift” 
in 1929 the money has been roll­ 
ing in from the children’s fanta­ 
sy of the little boy who never 
grew up. could fly and teach 
others to do so with his fairy 
dust, fight pirates and Indians 
and command audiences to 
shout. “ We believe in fairies!” 
The marvelous tale has been 
translated into 14 languages 
Peter and Wendy and the Dar­ 
ling family with the dog Nana 
have been performed on stage, 
screen, ice ballet, and in about 
every conceivable form known 
to man. 
It has been estimated that 36 
million people around the globe 
see, hear or read about Peter 
Pan every year. 
How much has it meant to 
Great Ormond Street? 
“ We are not allowed to say 
under the terms of Sir James 
Barrie's will, ” said the gover­ 
nor, Gordon Piller, who admin­ 
isters the bequests among other 
multiple duties. 
Some facts have eked out. 
however. 
As late as 1965, one report es­ 
timated 
that 
royalties 
had 
poured something like $2 million 
into the hospital. 
The steady flow created the 
million-dollar Barrie wing. X- 
ray and dental wards and the 
Peter Pan Ward. 
Today Great Ormond Street 
houses 9,000 in-patients annual­ 
ly, treats 75,000 in the out-pa­ 
tient department, and has links 
with the Philadelphia Children's 
Hospital and the big equivalent 
in Kampala. Uganda. 
Recently British court deci­ 
sions have reaffirmed that the 
hospital holds the copyright un­ 
til 1987. That is just 50 years aft­ 
er Barrie’s death. 


Hospital authorities say this 
means the institution is now 
able to “ sell” rights for any new 
film production. 
This has been done. A new $5- 
million production of Peter Pan

The star of the film will be 
Mia Farrow, the umpteenth in a 
long series of Peter Pans going 
all the way back to 1904 when 
the play was written. 
Who was Peter Pan’’ 
In fact he was five young­ 
sters, children of Llewellyn 
Davies, and only one of them 
was named Peter. 
Barrie met them and in Kens­ 
ington Park Gardens, off Hyde 
Park, and invented the tale. 
When he moved to Black Lake 
Cottage in Surrey, where he did 
most of his writing, he contin­ 
ued the tales, inventing the In­ 
dians and the pirates and finally 
polishing the end product. 


Barrie once said about the 
Davies children and how they 
got to be Peter Pan; “ I made 
Peter by rubbing the five of you 
violently together.” 


How Wendy got into the act 
came from little Margaret Hen­ 
ley who told Sir James once; “ I 


am your little friendy,” as they 
met in Kensington Gardens. 
She couldn't really pronounce 
it and said “ your little fwendy.” 
Wendy evolved. 
There where Barrie sat on a 
park bench stands the famed 
Peter Pan statue in bronze and 
children disport around it in any 
kind of decent weather every 
day.

Mute Reminders in Georgetow n of a Lively Past

At the age of 57 Gen Uavid 
Thomson with his wife, his two 
sons-in law and their families 
his three sons and two small 
daughters 
started 
the 
long 
journey 
to 
Mi-oun 
from 
Kentucky 
in October 
1822 
General Thomson George R 
Smith 
who had mamed his 
daughter Mehta Ann and Lewis 
Redd .Major whose wife was 
.Mildred Elvira also a daughter 
of General Thomson all had 
been to Missoun before 
General Thomson had made 
orve of his trips in 1825 when the 
lure of the state was strong at 
the Indian summer season and 
harvest time He had visited at 
that time James Suggelt. his 
wife s brother who had settled 
in Boone i ounty 


Was Big Decision 
It had uken some time after 
he made up his mind to move to 
Missoun to dispose of his lands 
and 
m ills 
and 
make 
arrangements for his slaves 
Some of them had mamed with 
his neighbors 
slaves and he 
wanted to see that the families 
were left intact 
The journey took ^ix weeks 
from Oct 6 to Nov 13 His wife 
and small daughters 
.Manon 
and Melcena 
his daughter. 
.Mehta Ann Smith and her two 
httle girls. Sarah and .Martha, 
traveled in one large carriage, 
with a Negro man Jackson, 
dnving and General Thomson 
on horseback 
The great yellow coach was 
closed all around tight from air 
and hght except for windows in 
the doors It was set up high on 
springs, the dnver 
seat was 
elevated above the horses and 
at the back of the coach was 
another seat that hung by broad 
belts of leather This was for an 
outrider who would open the 
gates or tend to the family 
The ^ eats in the coach were 
deep cushioned It was drawn 
by two horses and there was 
also a saddle horse which the 
ladies 
t(X)k turns 
riding to 
rebeve the monotony 
In another party wen» the 
wagons drawn by oxen which 
earned the furniture and the 
belongings 
of 
the 
families. 
Milton Thomson. 19. who was 
given charge of the slaves by his 
father 
was assisted by his 
brothers. .Morton and Monroe.

Display in Heavens 
On the 12th night before they 
reached their destination, as 
they were camping at Scott’s 
Crossing on the Lamine. a 
spectacular phenomenon 
occurred in the sky. Thousands 
of 
meteors 
were 
shooting 
across 
the 
heavens 
in 
all 
directions starting between 9 
and 10 o’clock and continuing 
until morning 
The old folks 
prayed 
and 
the 
children 
screamed, 
for 
none 
ever 
expected to see the dawn of 
another day 
The county at the time of the 
arrival of General Thomson and 
his family was a wild region 
Thc^ few settlers lived in log 
cabins with no windows, but 
they were friendly and helpful 
to

settlers wore buckskin trou.sers

jackets

material There were only three 
women m the area and they 
called on the newcomers m 
their expensive calico dresses

Among the women were a 
spinner, a weaver, cooks and

Old Home 


Elm Springs, the home built by Gen. 
David Thomson, in 
18 40, is located 
three and a half miles northwest of 


Girls Seminary 


The Girls Sem inary south of G eorgetow n, w as never 


completed as such, but became the home of the 
G eorge R. Smith fam ily. It is being restored by Robert 


CoPister, who loved the place since childhood. 


was the home of the May 
family, but several vears ago it 
was purchased by Lee Dow who 
has restored it 


S tairway is Un u su al 
The unusual stairway goes up 
one side of the wide hallway 
and across to the other side. 
The Uvmg room on the south 
side has a large stone fireplace 
on either side of which are 
enclosed shelves. The dining 
room on the north side also has 
a fireplace with the enclosed 
shelves. 
The 
sills 
of 
the 
windows are low and wide. 
The kitchen has been made 
into a kitchen and family room 
and there are several bedrooms 
upstairs. 
It 
was 
when 
General 
Thomson 
moved 
from 
the 
cabins on Muddy that he sold 
them to George R. Smith. One 
day while the Smith family was 
away, their home burned to the 
ground and all the furniture, all 
the clothes, and the heirlooms 
they 
had 
brought 
from 
Kentucky were destroyed. The 
family then moved in with 
General 
Thomson 
at 
Elm 
Springs. 
Pettis 
County 
had 
been 
organized only a year when 
General 
Thomson 
and 
his 
family arrived. Settlements had 
been on creeds where there was 
much timber, and two of the 
outstanding 
citizens 
of 
the 
county, 
Judge 
Ramey 
and 
Thomas Wasson, both members 
of the county court, offered to 
give a tract of land to the 
county, provided a town be laid 
out for the county seat The 
side, 
in the center of the 
county, had two springs, one to 
the south and one to the north, 
to assure water supply. When 
the new town was laid out 
General Thomson was given the 
privilege of naming it, and 
called it Georgetown for his old 
home, Georgetown, Ky. An act 
of the Legislature then changed 


the county seat from St. Helena 
to Georgetown 


Mad e of Brick 
Because of the poverty that 
existed, 
the 
people 
of 
the 
county 
had 
wanted 
a 
log 
courthouse, 
but 
George 
R. 
Smith persuaded them to build 
one of brick. This met with 
opposition because no bricks 
had ever been amde m that part 
of the county. Smith and Judge 
Ramey, 
however, 
made 
a 
written proposition to the court 
to manufacture the brick and 
erect the building within two 
years. 
The 
contract 
was 
awarded on Dec. 26.1835. 
- 
The 
brick 
building 
was 
located on the square through 
which the Georgetown road 
curves to go into the town from 
the east. A triangular part cut 
off by the road is now a flower 
garden spot which is kept by 
Mr 
and 
Mrs. 
W alton 


G eorgetow n. It is now the home of the 


Lee Dow fam ily and has been restored. 


Brandstedder. who live across 
the street north of it 
Enclosed by a fence, it was a 
square building tonsisUng of 
massive beams of hewn timber 
framed together with great care 
and skill On each of three sides 
was a large door, with windows 
on each side of the doors 
The 
north 
side 
had 
two 
windows but no door and this 
was where the judge's bench 
was 
located 
The 
platform, 
about four feet high, had four or 
five steps and a balistrade 
followed the whole length This 
space was floored and the rest 
of the floor was brick 


Place of Meetings 
.A stairway led to the second 
floor. The roof was square and 
shingled 
with 
an 
octagonal 
observatory, 
with 
green 
shutters hung to white posts 
The cupola had a tapering spire 
tfiat held a gilded globe with an 
arrow above, on wluch pivoted 
a fish of gold that turned with 
the 
wind. 
Big 
meetings, 
revivals, day schools, dancing 
schools, temperance speeches 
and lyceums were held there. 
Surrounding the building were 
many locust trees which were 
planted by ( ieneral Thomson. 
For 43 years this courthouse 
stood until the county seat was 
moved toSedalia in 1865, then it 
was 
dismantled 
and 
the 
material taken

Sedalia, 
where it was used to construct 
a stable. 
There 
was 
no 
physician 
closer then Boonville or .Arrow 
Rock at first and remedies such 
as calomel were kept in the 
homes with medicine scales,

But Smith could not give up 
the idea of an academy, so he 
hired a teacher from Boston, 
.Miss .Munrcx*. and u.sed one of 
the rooms as a schoolroom for 
his daughters and a few other 
girls. 
This three-story brick home, 
just south of Georgetown on the 
cast side of the road, is being 
re.stored by Robert Collister. 
who lives there with his family.

(APi - The 
great blimp hijack of 1969 never 
got off the ground 
The would-be pirate: 
who

land. but a long-haired youth 
armed with a guitar'.’ 
Under his other arm, he car- 
rit*d a mysterious black box. 
T want a ride, man, ” he told 
Jim Genet, a company crew­ 
man who works on the Good­ 
year blimp by day and takes 
turns working a nearby guard 
shack by night. 
■‘If not. I’ll blow the thing 
up,” Genet quoted the youth as 
saying. 
Genet called for help. For the 
next hour and a half, about 30 
armed officers surrounded the 
big gas bag and waited patient­ 
ly Monday nighf, said one—"in 
case 
he really did 
have a 
bomb.” 
Finally, Sheriff’s Sgt. Arthur 
Hicks and the bomb squad ar­ 
rived.

With the government the alleged 
debt has to be paid txTore any 
judical challenge can begin No 
one believes IP (’ would pay 
Peru an amount exceeding the 
country’s annual budget in the 
hope it could win the amount 
back in court. 
In Washington, an administra­ 
tion spokesman has said the 
United States will have no alter­ 
native but to cut off aid and pur­ 
chases of Peruvian sugar if 
Peru does not move toward pay­ 
ment of IPC for an oil refinery 
exproprated last Oct. 9. 


Peru’s attitude is that IPC vi­ 
olated Peruvian law. extracted 
oil without legal title and that 
the huge debt claimed by Peru 
is a valid one. 
President Velasco has several 
times pointed out the action 
against IPC is a unique case, 
not applying to any other for­ 
eign investment. He has said 
Peru welcomes American and 
other investors from abroad and 
guarantees the safety of their 
money and their personnel.

All student uprisings are “ symbolic 
parricides. ' claims Lewis h euer. professor 
of sociology at the University of Toronto, 
in an interview in the New York Times. 
They are attempts by a young generation

institutions of its parents, regardless of the 
political issues or the consequences. 
“ Student 
movements are the most 
sincerely selfless and altruistic the world 
has seen.*' says Feuer. who was teaching 
at the University of California at Berkeley 
when that campus erupted in 1964. “ But 
they are distorted and pulled toward 
extreme and amoral means because the 
driving energy comes from unconscious 
sources ' 
The pattern is the same in practically 
every’ country’, he says. The movement 
begins by celebrating democTatic values 
and usually ends by discrediting those 
values for the whole society. He cites these 
instances: 
In Prussia, the great student movement 
of 1819 postponed the liberalization of 
Germany for 30 vears. he claims.

Whether or not one agrees with the

“ The authority of the university is 
intellectual and moral, not physical," 
recently pointed out Clarence H. Cramer, 
dean of Adelbert College of Case Western 
Reserve University. “ This is bec*ause a 
university’s basic commitment is to truth 
and to the mind rather than the fist, and 
no exercise of force can extract an ounce 
of truth from a university."

WASHINGTON — The deeper the Navy delves 
into the F’ueblo affair, the more compelling is the 
evidence that some swivel-chair admirals should be 
on trial. 
They dispatched a slow, undefended, ill-equipped 
ship into troubled waters to spy on North Korea. 
She was loaded with electronic gear, tapes and 
documents so secret that even the skipper. 
Commander 
Lloyd 
“ Pete” 
Bucher, 
wasn’t 
permitted full access. Yet, in case of capture, 
sledge hammers were the only available destruction 
devices, and the documents had to be stuffed into 
weighted canvas bags and dumped overboard. 
Machine guns were mounted on board, but 
Bucher was ordered to keep them tightly covered in 
sensitive waters to avoid suspicion. Despite three

immediately before the seizure, the admirals 
neither withdrew the Pueblo nor took steps to 
protect her. Half a dozen .\ir Force fighters, which 
had been kept on strip alert in South Korea to 
protect a sister spy ship on a less provocative 
mission, were left in Okinawa 900 miles away while 
the Pueblo cruised off the North Korean coast. 
When the Pueblo was first intercepted and circled 
by two North Korean vessels, the radio officer 
couldn't raise Navy headquarters in Japan for 14 
hours The message didn’t reach the Pentagon for 
25 hours 35 minutes 
—Case Against Navy— 
This incredible botch-up is another in an alarming 
senes of incidents that have sfuiken public 
confidence in the Navy. In an unpublished 
manuscript sent to me for preview, Dan Gallery, a 
retired admiral, complains sadly: 
“The dry rot from ashore is beginning to get into 
our ships 
it used to be that a captain’s main 
concern in training his crew and running his ship 
was to make her a Man O’ War Now a captain must 
look back over his shoulder and ask him.self, “What 
will the public info boys back in the Pentagon think 
of this'’ ” 
The main occupation of the admirals who man 
the desks at the I’entagon seemingly is to keep their 
gold braid untarnished 
Here are some of the results: 
Scorpion .Affair — The nuclear submarine 
Scorpion disappeared in the Atlantic last .May. For 
five months, the Navy searched the ocean bottom in 
vain for the wreckage until the Russians helpfully 
pointed out where the Scorpion liad gone down. The 
untold truth is that the Soviet .Navy kept better track 
of the Scorpion than did our own .Navy. The 
underwater pictures don t reveal the cause of the 
tragedy, except there was no evidence of an 
explosion Apparently the ocean pressure simply 
crushed the hull like an egg Yet tor seven years, the 
Navy has ignored warnings tluit directive steel 
plates liave been going into submarine construction.

As late as last Friday. Navy officials were offered 
evidence that at least one steel company has 
disguised defective plates and knowingly delivered 
them to shipyards. 
—Misrouted Messages- 
Liberty Affair — When the Israelis ripped into 
their Arab neighbors in June 1967. two warnings 
were dispatched to the spy ship Liberty to clear out 
of the area. The first message was delivered to the 
Naval Communications Station in the Philippines. 
The second at least reached the Mediterranean but 
was erroneously routed to a relay station in 
Morocco. Meanwhile, Israeli planes, mistaking the 
Liberty for an Egyptian ship, bombed it and killed 
34 crewmen. 
.Arnheiter .Affair — Lt. Comdr. Marc Arnheiter, 
the Gung-Ho skipper of the picket ship Vance, upset 
some junior officers by attacking enemy targets on 
the Vietnam coast too aggressively and by cracking 
down on his crew’s lax ways. These complaints to a 
Navy chaplain resulted in Arnheiter s summary 
dismissal. He demanded the right to face his 
accusers at a court martial. By this time, however, 
so many admirals had become involved in the 
decision that they merely gave him the runaround 
until this column took up his cause. Despite nation­ 
wide publicity, the admirals, rather than risk 
embarrassment in an open court, refused Arnheiter 
his hearing. 
Alexander Affair — Capt. Richard Alexander, one 
of the Navy’s most promising officers, who had 
been given command of the battleship New Jersey, 
felt Arnheiter had received a raw deal. Troubled by 
his conscience, he put his career on the line and 
protested to the Secretary of the Navy over 
Arnheiter s treatment. Alexander summed up the 
case in a letter demanding; “ Mr Secretary, the 
question all your officers will ask is — How the hell 
can this happen in the U S. Navy ’.’” 
Instead of justice for .Arnheiter, the courageous 
captain was abruptly transferred from the bridge of 
the New Jersey to command an ancient mahogany 
desk in the Boston Navy Yard.

Student Rebels- 
Zest to Destroy

WASHINGTON (N EA ) 
The irony in the present small-scale revolt of some stu­ 
dents is that they are often taken seriously, even bowed 
to, even as they demonstrate their immaturity and the 
frailty ol their grasp of the world they live in. 
If they are right and in the wisdom of their short years 
are already equipped to decide who should teach, what 
should be taught, and to what extent they should not study 
at all but join in outside causes, then George Kennan’s 
question to them applies: 


“ What in the hell—if we might be so bold as to ask— 
are you doing on a university campus?” 
Operating from their self-conceived monopoly on wis­ 
dom, they portray the universities as vast, evil empires 
deliberately contrived to crush their individuality and pre­ 
sided over by a bunch of fiddling Neros who, while the 
world burns, stupidly interpose the school’s irrelevant 
massiveness between students and the real world. 


America’s colleges have their serious faults, as do many 
other major elements in this society. It would be strange, 
even unfortunate, if the youth of today did not follow the 
age-old habit of the young and cry out against error, 
elevate the sights of men, and demand swift eradication 
of all evil and injustice. 
The difference now is that their fevered consciences are 
further inflamed by knowledge of their numbers, and from 
the comfort thus gained they seek to convert arrogance 
from an attitude into a course of action. 


They have deified impatience and have come to imagine 
that by force and violence and volume of protesting sound 
they can coerce and blackmail their fellow men into de­ 
livering tomorrow a millennium whose true outlines even 
they do not pretend to perceive in an era smothered in 
complexities. 


The fact is, all too many protesters are just dabblers 
and dilettantes who know little and care less about how 
real changes in school, government and society are 
effected. Even where high mental capacity exists, it is 
useless if not well-employed. 
In his book, “ No Easy Victories,” John W. Gardner 
writes. 
“ We are producing the most educated, articulate and 
brilliant sidewalk superintendents the world has ever seen.

YOUR DENTAL HEALTH 


Properly Fitted Caps 


Are Like Natural Teeth

DE.AR DR LAWRF]N(’E; Is there any chance for 
food or infection getting under caps'.’ And could the 
natural teeth under them go bad without my 
knowing if’ (’an caps ever be taken off and cleaned 
and then put back’’ - Mrs. Lillian T 
ANSWER: 
If caps are made to accurately 
reproduce the shapes and contours of your natural 
teeth, and if they fit profierly at the gum line, they 
are not likely to become food traps or cause gum 
infections; at least no more than occurs around 
natural teeth 
As for capped teeth “going bad,” the exact 
opposite is true, (’aps cover the entire crowns of 
natural teeth and thus strengthen them and prevent 
decay. 
It’s possible for decay to occur around the necks 
of capped teeth but the rate of decay should not be 
higher than occurs around the necks of natural 
teeth. 
Multiple caps, or splints as they are called, are 
sometimes initially cemented with “temporary ' 
cement to allow removal some weeks later for 
inspection and adjustments before final and 
permanent cementation. But single caps, especially 
porcelain caps, are usually permanently cemented 
and can t be removed without destroying them. 
Anyway, it's not neces.sary to remove caps in 
order to clean them That’s one of the advantages of 
fixed (permanent) dental appliances, such as caps 
and bridges: You brush them, clean them and use 
them just as you do your natural teeth. 


DEAR DR LAWRENCE: I have a problem. My 
dentist suggested tEit I use an electric toothbrush 
because of my gum problem. My sister has a similar 
gum problem and her dentist suggested that she 
stay away from an electric brush and just brush her 
teeth gently. Who is righf’ 
ANSWER: Both dentists may be right since both 
gum problems, yours and your sister’s, may be quite 
different in origin and require different treatment. 
When used properly an electric toothbrush can be 
an efficient instrument for cleansing gums and 
teeth. But electric brushes are not magic wands 
that eliminate all gum problems. 
Many dentists, including many periodontists, feel 
tKrt proper and thorough brushing with Kind 
toothbrushes are more efficient in removing foixJ 
particles and dental plaque from around the necks, 
and between the teeth, than electric brushes

Say Suicide 
Is a Hazard 
Of Profession 


KANSAS CITY (API - 
Sui- 
cide is an occupational hazard 
of the medical profession, " Dr. 
Liam O'Brien, superintendent ol 
the St. Joseph State Hospital, 
told members of the Sertoma 
Club Tuesday. 
Dr. O'Brien said that up to 
age 39 fewer than one in ten 
deaths among the general popu­ 
lation is ruled a suicide but 
among docTors the rate is one 
in four. 
He said there are about 22,000 
suicides in the United States 
each year — about ten for each 
100,000 residents. But he said 
about 20,000 suicides annually 
are reported as accidents be­ 
cause physicians are reluctant 
to rule a death of suicide. 
Dr. O'Brien also told of these 
facts about suicides; 
—Protestants have a suicide 
rate seven times greater than 
Catholics and Jews. 
— The most common time for 
suicides is early summer, single 
persons are more likely to kill 
themselves and rural areas have 
fewer suicides than cities. 
— Men account for three of 
every four successful suicides 
although three times as many 
women attempt to kill them­ 
selves.

LAWRKNCK. Kan <AP) - 
Scientists at the llniversity of 
Kahsas have performed sort of 
a shotgun wedding to speed up 
their research—marrying a nu­ 
clear accelerator to an elec­ 
tronic computer 
Physics experts here are con­ 
ducting low-energy niK'lear ex­ 
periments for the .Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission by using a 
three-million electron vote elec­ 
tronic accelerator. 
But they discovered while it 
took only a relatively brief 
time to perform the experi­ 
ments. it was hours or some­ 
times even days before results 
were available. 
Data had to be converted 
from paper tape to punched 
cards, sent to a computer cen­ 
ter. processed and returned to 
the laboratory. Even then, re­ 
searchers often had to put in 
hours of manual calculations 
before they could go on to the 
next test 
That's why KU installed one 
of the nation's few computers 
designed to link up with a nu­ 
clear accelerator and interpret 
results. 
"W’e can analv7e data from 
<?xperiments in minutes now. as 
'.opposed to hours and sometimes 
days involved in earlier stud­ 
ies. " said Dr 
Ralph Krone, 
physics professor and principal 
investigator for the project. 
Experimental results fed into 
an IBM 
1800 computer are 
made available as desired in 
any of three forms — printed 
copy, graphs or charts, or di.s- 
plays on a connected television 
set. 
The accelerator causes sub­ 
atomic particles to be fired 
through acuum tubes at isotope 
targets and the impact produc­ 
es radiations which the sci­ 
entists detect and measure. 
We know how much energy 
it takes to produce a specific- 
kind of nuclear reaction." ex­ 
plained Dr 
Francis Prosser, 
senior investigator on the proj­ 
ect. 
"However, we cannot predict 
theoretically the precise prop­ 
erties of a given process. 
"This is somewhat like know­ 
ing how hard a baseball has tc 
be thrown to break a pane of 
glass but knowing where the 
fragments will fall or what 
sizes they will be. "

it appears, that's in for a long

"It is not our aim to make 
ethical decisions." Reagan em­ 
phasizes in discussing his cla.ss. 
This is the sole responsibilitv 
of the moral agents actuallv in­ 
volved In anv case. I do not 
intend to set myself up as the 
final arbiter of all moral pro­ 
blems arising in scientific re­ 
search." 
Reagan shrugs off as a myth 
the idea that scientists are a 
cold-blooded lot concerned sole­ 
ly with the practical success of 
their work and content to let 
othjrs worry about coping with 
whatever complications might 
develop. 


"Scientists" he savs. "are no 
less moral than others. It's 
just that they may not be skilled 
in ethics and simply don't know 
how to go about channeling their 
research to achieve a morallv 
good result " 


Is there any hurry about mar­ 
rying ethics and science'.' 


"Every moth we proscrasti- 
nate — in some cases everv day 
— some alternatives become no 
longer available. " savs Reagan. 


The young philosopher denies 
ethical considerations would stop 
many 
scientific 
experiments 
dead in their tracks. 


He argues if the researcher 
takes time early in the program 
to project its likely outcome, he 
can w'ork along paths which pro­ 
mise to lead to the morally best 
result and still achieve signifi­ 
cant progress.
